Assistant Vice President Peggye Cohen read "A TRIBUTE TO THE

at the age of 83. Vice President Bright was a member of the 
Department of Statistics, Columbian School of Arts and Sciences, 
before his appointment as Vice President for Academic Affairs in 
1966.

APPROVAL OF THE MINUTES 

The minutes of the regular meeting of May 9, 1997, were 

approved as distributed. 

INTRODUCTION OF RESOLUTIONS 

No resolutions were introduced. 

UPDATE ON MOUNT VERNON TRANSITION TEAM BY PROFESSOR LILIEN F. 
ROBINSON. VICE PRESIDENT WALTER M. BORTZ. AND ASSOCIATE VICE 
PRESIDENT DON BOSELOVIC 

Professor Robinson reported that the Transition Team, composed 
of GW faculty and Mount Vernon faculty, has been meeting since last 
spring. The Team was asked to make recommendations to the 
administration about what route should be taken with respect to the 
academic future of Mount Vernon in the context of its affiliation 
with GWU. Although nothing has been finalized, the Team seemed to 
agree that Mount Vernon should be a college or a school of The 
George Washington University and that it should remain a college 
for women. The Team focused on the number of programs which might 
be continued at Mount Vernon without duplication of GW courses. 
The targeted programs are Interior Design, Business Administration, 
Human Development and Early Childhood Education, although there may 
be other programs as well. Professor Robinson emphasized that 
these recommendations are still in the developmental phase, but the 
basic idea is that students would take core courses at Mount Vernon 
for the first two years and then transfer to GW to complete their 
degrees. Assuming that the Team agrees on firm recommendations 
about Mount Vernon, Professor Robinson pointed out that such 
recommendations would have to follow the appropriate procedures in 
accordance with our Faculty Code and be brought to the appropriate 
academic departments or programs and schools, as well as the 
Faculty Senate, before any plans are finalized. 

Professor Johnston asked if the admissions policy at Mount 
Vernon would be the same as it is for GW, and Vice President Lehman 
responded that it would be the same as for all of our schools at 
this point in time. Professor Smith asked if the students 
attending Mount Vernon now were doing so with the understanding of 
a four year degree from GW. Professor Robinson said that she did 
not have any information on this matter. 

Professor Silber said that he recalled that the President 
advised the Senate that there would be a two-year good faith effort 
to help Mount Vernon achieve a viable enrollment, and if that did 
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not work out, then there would be discussions about what to do, and 
he wondered if that position has changed. Vice President Lehman 
explained that we were currently in the second year, and what we 
were trying to do at this point is to devise the most viable method 
for recruiting an appropriate class for Mount Vernon that would 
make it a financially viable operation for next year. 

Further discussion followed by Professors Sodaro, Robinson, 
Griffith, Boswell, Captain, McAleavey, Yezer, Gupta, and Vice 
President Lehman. 

Vice President Bortz described the efforts of restoring the 
physical structures at Mount Vernon since the affiliation agreement 
was signed last fall. Because the physical structures had been 
permitted to deteriorate for a number of years, he said that GW 
immediately moved to protect its investment by having repairs made 
to roofs, gutters, roads, etc., so that prospective students would 
view it a little more optimistically and returning students would 
wish to return. He said that the faculty of GW and the faculty of 
Mount Vernon have done an extraordinary job of working together and 
looking for ways for Mount Vernon College to use its facilities. 

Professor Silber asked what the enrollment figures at Mount 
Vernon are this year as compared to last year. Vice President 
Bortz responded that last year there were 12 6 new students compared 
to 117 at this time. The total enrollment last year was 609 and 
this year it is 553. Vice President Bortz noted that a college 
like Mount Vernon would need approximately 800 students in order to 
be able to operate. Professor Solomon asked what the options are 
if Mount Vernon is not viable as a small women's college. Vice 
President Bortz replied that there were a number of options since 
the college is located on 26 acres of first rate land in an area of 
private homes. The options could include everything from moving 
one of the schools of the University, to creating a conference 
center, or to utilizing it for one or more residential colleges. 
However, he said, the University has not spent a lot of time to 
date considering the alternatives. But we are required, under the 
affiliation agreement, to look very carefully at the MVC enrollment 
this year. Professor Griffith asked if any of the students who 
were denied admission to GW, but recommended to Mount Vernon, took 
the option of applying there. Vice President Bortz said that there 
were over 100 students referred to Mount Vernon College by GW's 
Admissions Office, and that about 11 or 12 elected to attend Mount 
Vernon. He said that the administration has thought seriously about 
bringing all of the admissions through GW University. 

Associate Vice President Boselovic reported on the financial 
aspects of the affiliation with Mount Vernon College. He said that 
the University has put in place GW's accounting system and 
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processing and administrative controls at Mount Vernon. Monthly 
reports are now being received on the activity there. The 
University has also renegotiated several contracts including 
facilities management and food service, and is taking a more active 
role in managing contracts. Associate Vice President Boselovic 
indicated that the University has spent a half million dollars 
since the affiliation on deferred maintenance. During fiscal year 
1996, prior to the affiliation, the college ended up with an 
operating deficit of about $3.7 million. This included 50 or 60 
more students than this year and about $2 million in gifts. The 
College has continued to receive the small gifts it has received in 
the past, but the larger ones have disappeared. He said that the 
University is looking now at about a $4 million operating deficit 
in fiscal year 1997. Associate Vice President Boselovic said that 
the University has done about all it can on the expense side and 
that now it is a matter of how the College can generate revenue, 
and that would mean at least 800 students to make it viable. 

Professor Solomon asked if the administration has any loss 
target limit in mind, and Associate Vice President Boselovic 
replied that the University cannot sustain $3 or $4 million 
deficits. Professor Ludlow asked who is in charge basically of the 
publicity and recruitment campaigns for Mount Vernon. Vice 

President Bortz explained that this question has to do with 
admissions on the one hand and public relations on the other. He 
said that the Public Relations Office has recently been moved to 
his offices and that the University is moving very quickly to get 
out some publications that will show Mount Vernon College in a 
different light than in the past. Also the Admissions Office 
responsibilities have been placed under the direction of the GW 
Office. 

Professor McAleavey asked about the cost of tuition at Mount 
Vernon, and Associate Vice President Boselovic replied that the 
tuition for this year is about $15,870 which is a 6% increase over 
the prior year. Professor McAleavey inquired whether or not the 
tuition was projected to go up at the same rate as the 
University's, and Vice President Bortz responded that there are 
different options. One option is that if the Transition Team 
decides that a George Washington University degree is to be granted 
to Mount Vernon students, then one could make the argument that the 
tuition should be the same. 

Professor Griffith said it was his understanding that the 
subsidy for the Mount Vernon campus would not be coming out of the 
University's operating budget, but would be a . transfer of 
endowment. He asked Associate Vice President Boselovic if that was 
correct, and how much credit the Board was willing to give the 
administration to turn this project around. Associate Vice 
President Boselovic said that that was correct, but he was not 
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aware of a specific limit. Vice President Bortz noted that the 
affiliation agreement effectively covers three years. We have just 
finished the first. In the second year, it was agreed that if the 
deficit was more than $1 million, the University had the right to 
begin a process of closing down the college. He said the important 
point, however, is that at the end of this year, if everything 
looks great, then the University can extend the timeline further. 

Professor Johnston said that it appeared to him that the 
administration was leaning in the direction of making Mount Vernon 
a school of The George Washington University, and, therefore, he 
would like some assurance that the Faculty Senate would be brought 
into this process at an early point so that the Faculty Senate 
would have some meaningful input on some very basic academic 
decisions. Vice President Bortz replied that one of the reasons 
the Chair of the Executive Committee, Professor Robinson, was 
appointed Co-Chair of the Transition Team is to keep the faculty 
involved, knowing full well that Professor Robinson would not let 
this process go very far without Faculty Senate involvement. 

REPORT ON NEW MISSION STATEMENT OF THE COMMITTEE ON UNIVERSITY AND 
URBAN AFFAIRS BY PROFESSOR YVONNE CAPTAIN. CHAIR 

On behalf of the Committee on University and Urban Affairs, 
Professor Captain, Chair, moved the adoption of the Committee's new 
Mission Statement, and the motion was seconded. Professor Captain 
said that throughout its monthly meetings and its online 
discussions, the Committee discovered the need to rework its 
mission statement. Because there are so many organizations that are 
working toward the same goals, the members thought the Committee on 
University and Urban Affairs would be the proper place to share the 
information about what is happening in the District and in 

surrounding areas. She said the Committee also wanted to be 

proactive and to work on different projects. For example. 
Professor Captain noted that this year the Committee will be 

working with the School Without Walls located near the University. 

The question was called, and the motion was passed 

unanimously. 

GENERAL BUSINESS 

I. NOMINATION FOR ELECTION OF FACULTY TO SENATE STANDING 
COMMITTEES 


On behalf of the Executive Committee, Professor Robinson moved 
the following nominations: Professor Arthur D. Kirsch and Philip 
Jacks to the Committee on Appointment. Salary and Promotion 
Policies; Professors David Goodenough and Howard C. Pierpont to the 
Committee on Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom ; and 
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Professors Charles Garris, Edward Cherian, and Robert Smythe to the 
committee on Fiscal Planning and Budgeting . The nominations were 
approved. 

II. RESPONSE OF PRESIDENT TRACHTENBERG TO FACULTY SENATE 

RESOLUTIONS FOR THE 1996-97 SESSION 

With reference to Resolution 96/13, "A Resolution on the 
Establishment of a School of Public Health and Health Services,” 
Professor Griffith noted that the President's response to this 
resolution seemed to indicate that the resolution was not 
acceptable as it was written. He asked Professor Robinson if she 
could clarify this because he thought that the Senate had achieved 
a large measure of agreement with the Medical Center on the terms 
of the resolution. Professor Robinson replied that she had spoken 
to Vice President Lehman about this matter and he had indicated 
that there would be a special committee appointed with 
representatives from the Executive Committee and the Medical Center 
to be chaired by a Board member to work on those matters that need 
to be resolved. Professor Griffith also noted that there was a 
provision in the resolution that suggested that SPHHS should 
receive representation in the Faculty Senate. He asked if the 
Faculty Organization Plan should be modified to reflect that. 
Professor Robinson said that the Faculty Organization Plan would 
need to be modified, and that her understanding was that the 
Administration did not have a problem with that. (See enclosed 
Report of the Executive Committee for further discussion of 
President's response to Resolution 96/13.) 

III. REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

The Report of the Executive Committee by Professor Robinson, 
Chair, is enclosed. 

IV. INTERIM REPORTS OF SENATE COMMITTEE CHAIRS 

No interim reports were made. 

BRIEF STATEMENTS (AND QUESTIONS) 

Professor Griffith said that, inasmuch as he and his faculty 
colleagues had considerable trouble in the past two weeks getting 
into Aladin, he wished to recognize the bravery of the University 
Librarian, Mr. siggins, for showing up at the senate meeting 
today. 

Professor Gupta asked Vice President Lehman if he would inform 
the Senate about the way the retiree health benefits issue has been 
resolved. Vice President Lehman replied that he had a preliminary 
statement to read to the Senate today. This statement, though not 
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quite final, will appear in the Faculty Handbook . He then read the 
following statement: 

Effective July 1, 1997, the contribution for retired 
faculty members will equal the University's contribution to 
that program commonly referred to and chosen by the admini- 
stration as the "base plan" for the individual GW employee. 
The contribution will be made for all retirees who retired 
after June 30, 1992 and are eligible for the University 

contribution to retiree health premiums as of July 1, 1997 
for a period of ninety-six months minus the number of months 
for which the retiree has already received the retirement 
benefit of a University contribution to health insurance. 

For individual faculty members who retired pursuant to 
separate agreements with the University the terms of such 
agreements regarding retiree health insurance premium 
contributions will continue to apply. 

To summarize. Professor Gupta said that the University's 
contribution to faculty retirees' health premiums will increase 
from $40.00 to $121.19 a month, effective July l, 1997, for up to 
eight years. Vice President Lehman agreed that that was correct. 

ADJOURNMENT 

Upon motion made and seconded. Vice President Lehman adjourned 
the meeting at 3:30 p.m. 





A Tribute to the Memory of 

Professor Emeritus and Vice President for Academic Affairs Emeritus 

Harold Frederick Bright 


On June 12, 1997, Harold Frederick Bright, Professor Emeritus of Statistics and Vice President 
for Academic Affairs Emeritus, died of a heart attack at the age of 83. Although he retired over a 
decade ago, there are many of us on the faculty and staff with fond memories ol working, playing 
and “punning” with him as colleague and friend-perhaps even as tennis partner. 


Harold Bright grew up in Smethport, Pennsylvania. He received his A.B. degree from Lake 
Forest College, his M.S. from the University of Rochester, and his Ph.D. from the University of 

Texas. 

In 1952, after receiving his doctorate, he became affiliated with The George Washington University 
as Project Leader at the Human Resources Research Office, an agency run by the University under 
contract to the Army. He left that organization in 1956 as Deputy Director for a position in private 
industry A couple of years later, in 1958, Dr. Bright joined the faculty of the University as 
Professor of Statistics and Chairman of the Department of Statistics. He was always proud to be a 
faculty member. He once told me to call him Professor Bright rather than Dr. Bright. Why? 
Anyone could get a degree, but not everyone could become a Professor. 

During his chairmanship, Professor Bright helped build both the undergraduate and graduate 
programs in statistics. He also wrote a successful grant proposal that resulted in the establishment 
in 1963 of the Computer Center, the first GW academic computer center, of which he served as the 
first Director. He also taught the first computer programming course at GW. Many of us who took 
the course congregated in the one-room computer center at all hours of the day and mght, with 
Harold Bright there to spur us on, feeding punch cards into his new toy and hoping our programs 

would run successfully. 

He was also proud of the fact that his opinion could always be heard at faculty meetings. He was 
honest and forthright-downright blunt, but never lacking a sense of humor. And so he was called 
upon to serve the University. In 1964, he became Associate Dean of Faculties and in 1965 added 
the position of Acting Dean of the School of Government, Business and International Affairs to his 
portfolio. In 1966, the then new president Lloyd Elliott asked him to become his Vice President for 
Academic Affairs. Three years later, President Elliott amended the title to Vice President for 
Academic Affairs and Provost, thus making VP Bright his senior vice president. 
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Throughout his administrative career here, he continued to teach. He was first and foremost 
Professor of Statistics. When the administrative offices were moved into Rice Hall where all the 
offices had been professionally decorated, Professor Bright wanted to know where his blackboard 
was! How could he hold office hours for his students without a blackboard? He prevailed, and the 
first, and as far as I know the only, designer blackboard on the GW campus was hung in his office. 
He used it so much that by the time he retired all the “design” was worn off! 

Even after being named Professor Emeritus and Vice President for Academic Affairs Emeritus in 
1984, he continued teaching and playing tennis here until 1988 when he moved to Davenport, Iowa. 
There he taught at St. Ambrose University and found plenty of tennis partners. As a matter of fact, 
when he was eligible he joined an 80-year-old’s tennis league that took him around the country 
playing tennis with other octogenarians. 

No tribute to Harold Bright would be complete without mentioning his infectious laugh, his ready 
smile, the sparkle of mischief in his eyes, his wit and his bottomless supply of gosh awful puns. 
These we’ll remember as well as his unfailing good humor, balanced perspective, his honesty and 
forthrightness, and his dedication to teaching. 

Professor Bright was a valued member of the Department of Statistics, an excellent teacher, a friend 
of the faculty, students, and staff, and an admired and respected administrator. For over two decades 
he was dedicated to the University and for some of us, he was the University. 

Harold Bright-friend, colleague, mentor, teacher, leader, father, grandfather, and great-grandfather- 
you’re gone, but you’ll never be forgotten.

A Tribute to the Memory of 
Professor Emeritus Raymond R. Fox 


On May 7, 19f7, our good friend and colleague Professor Emeritus Raymond R. Fox 
passed away eleven days shy of his 74th birthday. 

Bom in San Francisco, Ray moved to Roslyn, Washington in his early teens, and then 
to Seattle to attend the University of Washington. He received his Bachelor of Science degree 
in civil engineering in 1949 and a Master of Science degree in civil engineering in 1952. He 
did further graduate study toward a PhD at Northwestern University, specializing in structural 
engineering and soil and foundation engineering. 

He gained experience in structural and geotechnical engineering over a period of more 
than forty years, beginning during World War II in the U. S. Navy C.B.’s in base engineering 
offices and with the Boeing Aircraft Company. He was involved in the design and special 
studies of structures and foundations on bridges, buildings, industrial plants, missile bases, 
power plants, and waterfront and offshore structures. Some of his studies involved special 
problems such as tornado damage and probabilistic design, earthquake-resistant design 
requirements, and costal wind and flood resistance of structures subject to hurricanes and 
tsunamics. 

Subsequently, he performed analysis and design of continuous arch and girder bridges 
in both steel and concrete for the Washington State Highway Department in Olympia. Ray was 
a structural engineer on school and office buildings, bridges, and pulp and paper mills for 
Stevenson and Rubens in Seattle. He then moved to Northwestern University for further 
graduate work, becoming an instructor for undergraduate courses in structural analysis and 
design and also soil mechanics. 

Ray then joined C.F. Braun & Company in Alabama, California as a senior engineer 
responsible for the analysis and design of all types of structures and foundations for heavy 
industrial plants for the chemical and petroleum industries. He became a senior engineer for 
Daniel, Mann, Johnson & Mendenhall and Associates in Los Angeles, responsible for special 
studies of soil-structure interaction for Titan II missile bases. He was responsible for developing 
new designs and analytical procedures for blast-resistant design. He continued this type of work 
on the Minuteman missile bases for the National Engineering Science Company in Pasadena, 
California. 

He then returned to the teaching profession at The George Washington University, where 
he taught graduate and undergraduate courses geotechnical engineering and structural design. 
His particular interests included design of foundations and structures for dynamic loads including 
wind, earthquakes, nuclear explosions, and ocean forces. Ray maintained an active interest in 
engineering practice through a variety of consulting assignments, primarily with the National 
Academy of Sciences and the consulting firm of Dames and Moore. In this capacity, he 
performed studies on compacted and hydraulic fills and slope stability, as well as foundation 
studies for a broad range of engineering structures. He developed instructional materials and 
taught courses, to literally hundreds of engineers and architects, on shelter design for fallout and 
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low-level blast-resistant design. He was a registered professional engineer in a number of states, 
including Washington, Maryland, District of Columbia, and Virginia. He was an active member 
of a number of professional and honor societies, including the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, American Concrete Institute, Earthquake Engineering Research Institute. Sigma Xi, 
Chi Epsilon, and Tau Beta Pi. 

Professor Fox served thirty-one years on our faculty as Professor of Civil Engineering 
and retired as Chairman of the Department of Civil, Mechanical, and Environmental 
Engineering. He performed extensive service on faculty committees and demonstrated a strong 
sense of integrity, perseverance and good humor to obtain practical solutions to problems 
confronting this academic community. He is especially recognized for his dedicated service of 
nineteen years on the Faculty Senate, nine years on the Executive Committee, and fourteen years 
as Chairman of the Senate’s Student Financial Aid Committee. Ray was an excellent role model 
and his presence made GW a better university. He will long be remembered and missed.

UPDATE ON MOUNT VERNON TRANSITION TEAM BY PROFESSOR LILIEft F^ 

ROBINSON . VICE PRESIDENT WALTER M. BORTZ, AND — ASSOCIATE — VICE 

PRESIDENT DON BOSELOVIC 

Professor Robinson reported that the Transition Team, composed 
of GW faculty and Mount Vernon faculty, has been meeting since last 
spring. The Team was asked to make recommendations to the 
administration about what route should be taken with respect to the 
academic future of Mount Vernon in the context of its affiliation 
with GWU. Although nothing has been finalized, the Team seemed to 
agree that Mount Vernon should be a college or a school of The 
George Washington University and that it should remain a college 
for women. The Team focused on the number of programs which might 
be continued at Mount Vernon without duplication of GW courses. 
The targeted programs are Interior Design, Business Administration, 
Human Development and Early Childhood Education, although there may 
be other programs as well. Professor Robinson emphasized that 
these recommendations are still in the developmental phase, but the 
basic idea is that students would take core courses at Mount Vernon 
for the first two years and then transfer to GW to complete their 
degrees. Asstuning that the Team agrees on firm recommendations 
about Mount Vernon, Professor Robinson pointed out that such 
recommendations would have to follow the appropriate procedures in 
accordance with our Faculty Code and be brought to the appropriate 
academic departments or programs and schools, as well as the 
Faculty Senate, before any plans are finalized. 

Professor Johnston asked if the admissions policy at Mount 
Vernon would be the same as it is for GW, and Vice President Lehman 
responded that it would be the same as for all of our schools at 
this point in time. Professor Smith asked if the students 
attending Mount Vernon now were doing so with the understanding of 
a four year degree from GW. Professor Robinson said that she did 
not have any information on this matter. 

Professor Silber said that he recalled that the President 
advised the Senate that there would be a two-year good faith effort 
to help Mount Vernon achieve a viable enrollment, and if that did 
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not work out, then there would be discussions about what to do, and 
he wondered if that position has changed. Vice President Lehman 
explained that we were currently in the second year, and what we 
were trying to do at this point is to devise the most viable method 
for recruiting an appropriate class for Mount Vernon that would 
make it a financially viable operation for next year. 

Further discussion followed by Professors Sodaro, Robinson, 
Griffith, Boswell, Captain, McAleavey, Yezer, Gupta, and Vice 
President Lehman. 

Vice President Bortz described the efforts of restoring the 
physical structures at Mount Vernon since the affiliation agreement 
was signed last fall. Because the physical structures had been 
permitted to deteriorate for a number of years, he said that GW 
immediately moved to protect its investment by having repairs made 
to roofs, gutters, roads, etc., so that prospective students would 
view it a little more optimistically and returning students would 
wish to return. He said that the faculty of GW and the faculty of 
Mount Vernon have done an extraordinary job of working together and 
looking for ways for Mount Vernon College to use its facilities. 

Professor Silber asked what the enrollment figures at Mount 
Vernon are this year as compared to last year. Vice President 
Bortz responded that last year there were 126 new students compared 
to 117 at this time. The total enrollment last year was 609 and 
this year it is 553. Vice President Bortz noted that a college 
like Mount Vernon would need approximately 800 students in order to 
be able to operate. Professor Solomon asked what the options are 
if Mount Vernon is not viable as a small women's college. Vice 
President Bortz replied that there were a n umb er of options since 
the college is located on 26 acres of first rate land in an area of 
private homes. The options could include everything from moving 
one of the schools of the University, to creating a conference 
center, or to utilizing it for one or more residential colleges. 
However, he said, the University has not spent a lot of time to 
date considering the alternatives. But we are required, under the 
affiliation agreement, to look very carefully at the MVC enrollment 
this year. Professor Griffith asked if any of the students who 
were denied admission to GW, but recommended to Mount Vernon, took 
the option of applying there. Vice President Bortz said that there 
were over 100 students referred to Mount Vernon College by GW's 
Admissions Office, and that about 11 or 12 elected to attend Mount 
Vernon. He said that the administration has thought seriously about 
bringing all of the admissions through GW University. 

Associate Vice President Boselovic reported on the financial 
aspects of the affiliation with Mount Vernon College. He said that 
the University has put in place GW's accounting system and 
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processing and administrative controls at Mount yraon. ItoHthly 
reports are now being received on the activity there The 
University has also renegotiated several contracts including 
facilities management and food service, and is talcing a more active 
role in managing contracts. Associate vice President Boselovic 
indicated that the University has spent a half million dollars

College has continued to receive the small gifts it has ^id^hat^he 
the past, but the larger ones have disappeared. He said that the 
university is looking now at about a $4 million operating deficit 
in fiscal Y year 1997. Associate Vice President Boselovic said t a 
the University has done about all it can on the expense side and 
{[hat now it is a matter of how the College can generate revenue, 
aSd that would mean at least 800 students to make it viable. 

Professor Solomon asked if the administration has any loss 
target Umit in mind, ana Associate vice ^iaent Boselovic 
+-Yia nniversitv cannot sustain $3 or $4 million 
deficits. Professor Ludlow asked who is in charge basically pf the 
publicity and recruitment campaigns for Mount Vernon. Vice 
President Bortz explained that this question has to do with 
admissions on the one hand and public relations on the other. He 
said that the Public Relations Office has recently been j ®ov«d to 
his offices and that the university is moving very quickly to get 
out some publications that will show Mount Vernon College in 
different Ught than in the past. Also the Admissions Office 
responsibilities have been placed under the direction of the 

Office.

presiden^Boselovic said that that was correct, but he was not 
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aware of a specific limit. Vice President Bortz noted that the 
affiliation agreement effectively covers three years. We have just 
finished the first. In the second year, it was agreed that if the 
deficit was more than $1 million, the University had the right to 
begin a process of closing down the college. He said the important 
point, however, is that at the end of this year, if everything 
looks great, then the University can extend the timeline further. 

Professor Johnston said that it appeared to him that the 
administration was leaning in the direction of making Mount Vernon 
a school of The George Washington University, and, therefore, he 
would like some assurance that the Faculty Senate would be brought 
into this process at an early point so that the Faculty Senate 
would have some meaningful input on some very basic academic 
decisions. Vice President Bortz replied that one of the reasons 
the Chair of the Executive Committee, Professor Robinson, was 
appointed Co-Chair of the Transition Team is to keep the faculty 
involved, knowing full well that Professor Robinson would not let 
this process go very far without Faculty Senate involvement. 

REPORT ON NEW MISSION STATEMENT OF THE COMMITTEE ON UNIVERSITY AND 
URBAN AFFAIRS BY PROFESSOR YVONNE CAPTAIN. CHAIR 

On behalf of the Committee on University and Urban Affairs, 
Professor Captain, Chair, moved the adoption of the Committee's new 
Mission Statement, and the motion was seconded. Professor Captain 
said that throughout its monthly meetings and its online 
discussions, the Committee discovered the need to rework its 
mission statement. Because there are so many organizations that are 
working toward the same goals, the members thought the Committee on 
University and Urban Affairs would be the proper place to share the 
information about what is happening in the District and in 
surrounding areas. She said the Committee also wanted to be 
proactive and to work on different projects. For example. 
Professor Captain noted that this year the Committee will be 
working with the School Without Walls located near the University. 

The question was called, and the motion was passed 
unanimously.

Professor Griffith noted that the President's response to this 
resolution seemed to indicate that the resolution was not 
acceptable as it was written. He asked Professor Robinson if she 
could clarify this because he thought that the Senate had achieved 
a large measure of agreement with the Medical Center on the terms 
of the resolution. Professor Robinson replied that she h * d s p °Xen 
to Vice President Lehman about this matter and he had indicated 
that there would be a special committee appointed with 
representatives from the Executive committee and the Medical Renter 
to be chaired by a Board member to work on those matters that need 
to be resolved. Professor Griffith also noted that there was a 
provision in the resolution that suggested that SPHHS should 
receive representation in the Faculty Senate. He asked if the 
Facultv Organi zation Plan should be modified to reflect that. 
Professor Robinson said that the Faculty Organizatio n P3^i would 
need to be modified, and that her understanding was that the 
Administration did not have a problem with that. (Se ®

Professor Griffith said that, inasmuch as he and his faculty 
colleagues had considerable trouble in the past two weeks getting 
into Aladin, he wished to recognize the bravery of the University 
Librarian, Mr. Biggins, for showing up at the Senate meeting 

today. 

Professor Gupta asked Vice President Lehman if he would inform 
the Senate about the way the retiree health benefits issue has been 
resolved. Vice President Lehman replied that he had a preliminary 
statement to read to the Senate today. This statement, though not 
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quite final, will appear in the Faculty Handbook . He then read the 
following statement: 

Effective July 1, 1997, the contribution for retired 
faculty members will equal the University's contribution to 
that program commonly referred to and chosen by the admini- 
stration as the "base plan" for the individual GW employee. 
The contribution will be made for all retirees who retired 
after June 30, 1992 and are eligible for the University 

contribution to retiree health premiums as of July l, 1997 
for a period of ninety-six months minus the number of months 
for which the retiree has already received the retirement 
benefit of a University contribution to health insurance. 

For individual faculty members who retired pursuant to 
separate agreements with the University the terms of such 
agreements regarding retiree health insurance premium 
contributions will continue to apply. 

To summarize. Professor Gupta said that the University's 
contribution to faculty retirees' health premiums will increase 
from $40.00 to $121.19 a month, effective July 1 , 1997, for up to 
eight years, vice President Lehman agreed that that was correct.

A Tribute to the Memory of 

Professor Emeritus and Vice President for Academic Affairs Emeritus 


Harold Frederick Bright 


On June 12 1997, Harold Frederick Bright, Professor Emeritus of Statistics and Vice President 
to Academic Affairs Emeritus, died of ahear, aftack a. the age of 83. Although he rented over a 
decade ago, there are many of us on the faculty and staff with fond memones of working, playing 
and “punning” with him as colleague and friend-perhaps even as tennis partner. 

Harold Bright grew up in Smethport, Pennsylvania. He received his A.B. degree from Lake 
Forest Collegefhis U.S. from the University of Rochester, and his Ph.D. from the University of 

Texas. 

In 1952 after receiving his doctorate, he became affiliated with The George Washington University 
l PmiectLeadeTat to Human Resources Research Office, an agency run by to University under 
^r“he left to. organization in 1956 as Deputy Director for a position m pnvate 
industry A couple of years later, in 1958, Dr. Bright joined to faculty of the Umv “^ “ 
Professor of Statistics and Chairman of to Department of Statistics. He was always prcmd lobe a 
faculty member. He once told me to call him Professor Bright rather ton Dr. Bnght. y. 
Anyone could get a degree, but not everyone could become a Professor. 

During his chairmanship, Professor Bright helped build both the undergraduate and graduate 
jjrcgranuSin statistics. He'also wrote a successfiil gran, proposal to. resulted “n 
to 1963 of toe Computer Center, toe firs, GW academic computer center ' oft which ^ as >he 

firct Director He also taught the first computer programming course at GW. Many ot us wtio took 
to c“ onmega°ed to to one-room Computer center a, all hours of to day and night, with 
Harold Bright tore to spur us on, feeding punch cards into his new toy and hoping our progr 
would run successfully. 

He was also proud of the fact that his opinion could always be heard at faculty meetings. He was 
h^r^d foXght--downright blunt, but never lacking a sense of humor. And so he was called 
University. In 1964 he became Associate Dean of Faculties and m 1965 added 
deposition of Acting Dean of the School of Government, Business and International Affairs to his 
jf In Tn 1 Q66 the then new president Lloyd Elliott asked him to become his Vice President for 
Smie' 12*. tZZZ'Z'T, President Elliot, amended to tide to Vice President for 
Academic Affairs and Provost, thus making VP Bnght his senior vice presiden . 
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Throughout his administrative career here, he continued to teach. He was first and foremost 
Professor of Statistics. When the administrative offices were moved into Rice Hall where all the 
offices had been professionally decorated, Professor Bright wanted to know where his blackboard 
was! How could he hold office hours for his students without a blackboard? He prevailed, and the 
first, and as far as I know the only, designer blackboard on the GW campus was hung in his office. 
He used it so much that by the time he retired all the “design” was worn off! 

Even after being named Professor Emeritus and Vice President for Academic Affairs Emeritus in 
1984, he continued teaching and playing tennis here until 1988 when he moved to Davenport, Iowa. 
There, he taught at St. Ambrose University and found plenty of tennis partners. As a matter of fact, 
when he was eligible he joined an 80-year-old’s tennis league that took him around the country 
playing tennis with other octogenarians. 

No tribute to Harold Bright would be complete without mentioning his infectious laugh, his ready 
smile, the sparkle of mischief in his eyes, his wit and his bottomless supply of gosh awful puns. 
These we’ll remember as well as his unfailing good humor, balanced perspective, his honesty and 
forthrightness, and his dedication to teaching. 

Professor Bright was a valued member of the Department of Statistics, an excellent teacher, a friend 
of the faculty, students, and staff, and an admired and respected administrator. For over two decades 
he was dedicated to the University and for some of us, he was the University. 

Harold Bright-friend, colleague, mentor, teacher, leader, father, grandfather, and great-grandfather- 
you’re gone, but you’ll never be forgotten.

A Tribute to the Memory of 
Professor Emeritus Raymond R. Fox 


On May 7, 1977, our good friend and colleague Professor Emeritus Raymond R. Fox 
passed away eleven days shy of his 74th birthday. 

Bom in San Francisco, Ray moved to Roslyn, Washington in his early teens, and then 
to Seattle to attend the University of Washington. He received his Bachelor of Science degree 
in civil engineering in 1949 and a Master of Science degree in civil engineering in 1952 He 
did further graduate study toward a PhD at Northwestern University, specializing in structural 
engineering and soil and foundation engineering. 

He sained experience in structural and geotechnical engineering over a period of more 
than forty years, beginning during World War n in the U. S. Navy C.B.'s m base engineering 
offices and^ with the Boeing Aircraft Company. He was involved in the design and special 
studies of structures and foundations on bridges, buildings, industrial plants, missile bases, 
power plants^ and waterfront and offshore structures. Some of his studies mvo ived god 
problems such as tornado damage and probabilistic design, earthquake-resistant design 
requirements, and costal wind and flood resistance of structures subject to hurricanes and 

tsunamics. 

Subsequently, he performed analysis and design of continuous arch and girder bridges 
in both steel mid concrete for the Washington State Highway Department in Olympia. Bay 'was 
a structural engineer on school and office buildings, bndges, and pulp and paper mills for 
Stevenson and ^Rubens in Seattle. He then moved to Northwestern University for further 
graduate work, becoming an instructor for undergraduate courses in structural analysis and 

design and also soil mechanics. 

Ray then joined C.F. Braun & Company in Alabama, California as a senior engineer 
responsible for the analysis and design of all types of structures and foundations for heavy 
industrial plants for the chemical and petroleum industries. He became a senior engineer for 
Daniel, -Mann, Johnson & Mendenhall and Associates in Los Angeles, responsible for special 
studies of soil-structure interaction for Titan II missile bases. He was responsible for developing 
new designs and analytical procedures for blast-resistant design. He continued this type of work 
on the Minuteman missile bases for the National Engineering Science Company in Pasadena, 

California. 

He then returned to the teaching profession at The George Washington University, where 
he taught graduate and undergraduate courses geotechnical engineering and s ^ ct ^ desigm 
His particular interests included design of foundations and structures for dynamic loads including 
wind earthquakes, nuclear explosions, and ocean forces. Ray maintained an active mterest ^in 
engineering practice through a variety of consulting assignments, primarily with the National 
Academy of Sciences and the consulting firm of Dames and Moore. In this capacity, he 
performed studies on compacted and hydraulic fills and slope stability, as well as foundabo 
studies for a broad range of engineering structures. He developed instructional materials .an 
taught courses, to literally hundreds of engineers and architects, on shelter design for fallout and 



low-level blast-resistant design. He was a registered professional engineer in a number of states, 
including Washington, Maryland, District of Columbia, and Virginia. He was an active member 
of a number of professional and honor societies, including the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, American Concrete Institute, Earthquake Engineering Research Institute. Sigma Xi, 
Chi Epsilon, and Tau Beta Pi. 

Professor Fox served thirty-one years on our faculty as Professor of Civil Engineering 
and retired as Chairman of the Department of Civil, Mechanical, and Environmental 
Engineering. He performed extensive service on faculty committees and demonstrated a strong 
sense of integrity, perseverance and good humor to obtain practical solutions to problems 
confronting this academic community. He is especially recognized for his dedicated service of 
nineteen years on the Faculty Senate, nine years on the Executive Committee, and fourteen years 
as Chairman of the Senate’s Student Financial Aid Committee. Ray was an excellent role model 
and his presence made GW a better university. He will long be remembered and missed.

1. GRIEVANCES 

A grievance from the Columbian School of Arts and Sciences was 
dismissed by the Dispute Resolution Committee, which found the 
issues were not grievable. Formal proceedings in this case were 
therefore terminated May 20, 1997. 

A grievance from Columbian School, previously reported, is in 
the formal hearing phase.

A nonconcurrence in Columbian School was received by the 
Executive Committee on May 28, 1997. The Executive Committee met 
with the Dean and Chair of the Department's Committee of Full 
Professors on June 26, 1997. The Executive Committee forwarded its 
recommendation, together with the record of the case, to the 
President in accordance with the request of the originating faculty 
unit. The President sustained the nonconcurrence of the Dean and 
the Academic Vice President.

16, at 2:00-4:00 p.m. 

4. OTHER SENATE MATTERS 

The Executive Committee appointed Professor Sharon Lynch, 
Chair of the Research Committee, and Professor Hugo Junghenn as a 
member of the Research Committee, to the Advisory Committee on 
Research; and the administration has appointed Professor Michael 
Bradley and Professor Roger Lang, members of the Council, to the 
Senate Research Committee. 

5. UPCOMING SENATE MATTERS 
a. Grievance procedures 

The Special Committee appointed by the Senate on October 
11, 1996, to review the grievance procedures is expected to submit 
its report in October.

b. School of Public Health and Health Services 

As you may recall, in April, 1997 the Senate passed a 
resolution on the establishment of a School of Public Health and 
Health Services. It addressed the need for the School's 
conformity, in structure and procedures, to the requirements of the 
Faculty Code . 

In his response to this resolution, President Trachtenberg 
indicated that the Administration would invite "third party 
participation," in order to reach a "mutually acceptable 
compromise" on issues raised. Further, the resultant committee, 
chaired by a member of the Board of Trustees, would consist of 
representatives from the Medical Center and the Executive Committee 
of the Faculty Senate. 

This special committee is being organized and, in 
accordance with the President's response, it "will be charged with 
the responsibility of researching the most contemporary status of 
medical center faculty governance relations with university senates 
at peer institutions and will use this information to inform a 
recommendation to the administration for a substantive reply to 
Resolution No. 96/13."

Response of Administration to Resolution No. 96/11: A Resolution 

Apposing Selective Reductions in Salary of Tenured Faculty 

In the governance of a university, it is important that personnel actions, to the extent 
possible, proceed not only with fairness but also with a perception of fairness. To the 
extent that this may have been inadvertently inadequately attended to in the case at hand, 
the administration is keen to mend the oversight. Therefore, we have instructed the 
Medical Center to revisit their deliberations and to take all appropriate steps to proceed 
in accordance with this Resolution. 


Response of Administration to Resolution No. 96/13: A Resolution on the 

Establishment of a School of Public Health and Health Services 

The administration wishes to maintain the governance structure that has served The 
George Washington University well -- a governance structure which includes 
participation in the Faculty Senate by all sectors of the University, whether classically 
academic or professionally oriented. We are a stronger University for having under the 
jurisdiction of a single Faculty Senate not only schools of arts and sciences but also law 
and medicine. It is, however, imperative that we recognize the dynamism in certain 
areas of the University and, most particularly, the almost revolutionary events 
impacting on the health professions as we go forward, so as not to inhibit the capacity of 
the health center to remain bonded with the. rest of the University. The resolution 
regarding the School of Public Health and Health Sciences raises questions that cannot be 
appropriately dealt with by a simple yes or no reply. Negotiations between the Medica^ 
Center and the Senate in search of a mutually acceptable compromise have, despite good 
faith efforts on all sides, thus far been unsuccessful. The administration proposes to 
invite third party participation to assist in seeking an acceptable resolution. In the 
coming year, we are going to ask that a member of the Board of Trustees chair a 
committee with representatives from the Medical Center and the Faculty Senate 
Executive Committee. This committee will be charged with the responsibility of 
researching the most contemporary status of medical center faculty governance relations 
with university senates at peer institutions and will use this information to inform a 
recommendation to the administration for a substantive reply to Resolution No. 96/13.

Response of Administration to Resolution No. 96/14: A Resolution 

"Schools Within Schools" 


Section 9A (page 16) of the Faculty Code reads, in pertinent part: The Faculty Senate or 
an appropriate committee thereof is entitled to an opportunity to make recommendations 
on proposals concerning the creation ... of schools ... of the University. T h e 
administration acknowledges its responsibility to share with the Faculty Senate before 
the creation of a School. The Faculty Code contemplates that a School is an "autonomous 
academic entity of the University which has a distinct faculty, with all that that implies, 
and which, in the normal course of events, is represented as a School in the Faculty 
Senate. One may reasonably distinguish the "creation” of Schools (such as the School of 
Public Health and Health Sciences) from the mere designation of subordinate units 
within already existing Schools as "schools" that do not meet the criteria for review 
anticipated by the Faculty Code. There are Schools and there are schools. So, for 
example, it seems patent that the Faculty Code does not require consultation when an 
"autonomous" School, such as the Columbian School, decides through proper application 
of the governance process of that School itself and the university administration that it 
simply wishes to designate a component of the existing School as a subordinate school (as 
in the School of Media and Public Affairs). This assumes no consequential changes 
accompany the denomination (see: In re Snook, 2 Hilt., N.Y. 566). Under these 
circumstances, the faculty in the school continue to relate to the Faculty Senate in 
exactly the same way as they would if they were a department or other subordinate unit 
within the School, which they are. As regards the Senate, the change is one only of 
nomenclature-not of substance. It is seamless and invisible to the Faculty Code. (Just 
as the change in name by the National Law Center to The George Washington University 
Law School last year inspired no Faculty Senate consultation.) 

That said, the administration recognizes the classic wisdom of consultation with the 
Senate whenever sound in academic matters and takes this opportunity to express its 
intention to continue in the future as it has in the past, pursuant to common law campus 
traditions, if not statutory requirement, with appropriate collegial decision-making. 
Further, in response to a particular concern of Resolution 96/14, the administration 
will advise the Graduate School of Political Management and the School of Media and 
Public Affairs, both subordinate units (in the nature of departments in the Columbian 
School), to indicate on letterhead and in material published in University bulletins and 
elsewhere that they are respectively subdivisions of the Columbian School.
